On July 21, under threatening 
skies, nimbus-stratus clouds hov- 
ering- overhead, a ridiculous 
crowd of 200 witnessed Bervvyn 
defeat Narberth in a hectic bat- 
tle; undoubtedly an encounter 
never seen before this season, an 
epochal duel of the diamond. 
From the very first inning until 
the last heave of the final frame 
Freddy Jauss, Harrowgate hurler, 
on the mound for Narberth, and 
Henry Vogel on the hill for Ber- 
vvyn pitched one of the most sen- 
sational games ever seen outside 
of the American and National 
League. The fine field perform- 
ance of both teams aided in mak- 
ing the duel as thrilling as it was. 
Inning after inning the magnifi- 
cent Jauss took the box to dis- 
play phenomenal moundsman- 
ship, but the vailiant Vogel was 
the hero as he held the Walzer- 
men at bay. 

The Hilldale game and the 
House of David fray, drawing a 
total crowd of -1200, did not con- 
tribute the artistic touch to base- 
ball as did this duel of the day, 
and only the small aggregation 
can relate the story, the tale of 
this encounter and 2000 will bite 
their lips at the thought of their 
negligence. 

The fact that the box score 
reads: l;i hits off Jauss and 12 off 
Vogel speaks for itself in proving 
what a colorful meet that was. 

Townsend out in right field and 
Fleck pulling them in out in cen- 
ter were the stellar performers of 
the day ; while Thomas, formerly 
of Narberth, fielding for the vis- 
itors, and Degon, star in many 
frays of past years, was the same 
ideal example of a ball plyer for 
the rival team. 

In spite of the small crowd, un- 
usual rooting featured the grand- 
stands for both sides: each side 
rooting at intervals as Narberth 
tied the score and Berwyn imme- 
diately passed the mark. 

Following is a description of 
the rare spectacle: 

McMonogle legged it to first 
and the imported Lindsay lined 
to right. Babb singled to deep 
short and Mac came home. One 
run. 

In the second Master singled 
and Hampshire did likewise, fol- 
lowed by Jauss' walk, jamming 
the pathways. Walt took to the 
pentagon as McMonogle bunted. 
One run. 

The third frame brought on the 
discussion which resulted in the 
game being continued under pro- 
test. After Connel walked, 
Shorty Degon singled on Hum- 
phries' fumble. Brooks grounded 
to Master, filling the hags and 
Coaker hit high to Lindsay, the 
latter sprawling to the ground 
after receiving the pop, the pill 
slipping from his hold after he 
slid a few feet on his side and 
Connell kept the fireworks as he 
ran on to the platter. The sub-

Stirring memories of the days 
when 90 per cent, of the registered 
voters of Narberth appeared at 
the polls are aroused by a copy 
of "The Citizen" — an independent 
weekly for Montgomery, Dela- 
ware and Chester counties. The 
issue containing the report ap- 
peared in February, 1806, a year 
after the Borough of Narberth 
was formed. 

The story of the contest is the 
only local news in the paper, but 
the battle between the Citizens' 
ticket and the Independents was 
an exciting one, as shown by the 
fact that of the 123 eligible voters/ 
111 cast their ballots* 



'1 ne Citizens* group offered as 
candidates for a three-y^ar Coun- 
cil term Messrs. F. *M. Justice, 
Jacob M. March, William J. Jones. 
For two years, Messrs. John K. 
Ketcham and A. H. Faber. For 
one year, Messrs. Charles M. 
Townsend and Frank H. Pres- 
cott. 

"There was no other candidate 
in the field," the paper says. "Mr.

A picture of hospital work in 
America was given the members of 
the Bala-Cyuwyd-Narberth Rotary 
Club Tuesday by John M. Smith, 
director of H ahnemann H ospi tal , 
Philadelphia. The speaker, a guest 
of Dr. William L. Martin, traced 
the history of modern hospitals 
from the days of the Crimean war, 
when Florence Nightingale took 
charge of the wounded in the con- 
flict. 

Her efforts were largely respon- 
sible for the great decrease in the 
death rate among the wounded at 
that time, and started a movement 
for better care and improved sani- 
tary conditions. 

After this war Miss Nightingale 
carried her work into England, es- 
tablishing training schools for 
nurses. It was largely from gradu- 
ates of these schools, Mr. Smith 
said, that American nurses were re- 
cruited. 

From a small group of, squalid 
places America has built a hospital 
system which provides one bed for 
each 255 persons of the total popu- 
lation, and includes 4322 general 
hospitals. Montgomery county has 
five independent hospitals with a 
total investment in buildings and 
equipment at this time of over 
$2,225,000. 

The growth of the nursing pro- 
fession, the speaker said, has not 
been accompanied by a proportion- 
ate growth in the number of doc- 
tors. At the present time, in fact, 
there is an annual decrease — 4200 
doctors are graduated each year, as 
compared with an annual death 
rate in the profession of 6000. This 
serious loss of medical men has re- 
sult* o ir a compare lack of doctors 
in many smaller communities. 

Eighty medical colleges are now 
in existence, but emphasis must be 
laid on this work if a serious short- 
age of doctors is to be averted. Es- 
tablishment of new schools and cre- 
ation of larger endowments for ex- 
isting institutions was recom- 
mended. 

Pennsylvania has the honor of 
having the oldest medical school, at 
the University of Pennsylvania, in
